They were 
composed in Greek and Latin by the Bishop, for 
his own private daily use; and for some time 


before his death the Manuscript was scarce ever 


‘out of his hands. It was found worn in pieces 
| by his fingers and wet with his tears. They were 


translated by the Dean for the benefit of his

| part of the originals to memory, and probably | 
| solaced his departing spirit likewise with the re- | 
petition of them. The only edition in Greek and 
Latin, printed at the Oxford Press in 1675, with 
the Zmprimatur of Doctor Ratea BatHurst, then e 
Vice-Chancellor, is seldom to be met with ; and | 
very few copies of Doctor Srannopr’s translation | 
are left. It was therefore thought advisable to 
reprint the English Devotions in a more convenient 
{and portable size: as also, instead of the short, ae

of method and expression. Not that our Heavenly | 
Father, who hears even the silent sighs and un- 
uttered desires of humble souls, despises the peti- | 
tions of His children when poured forth in the 
meanest language, provided it be the best they | 
have or can procure: but sure it will be ackifow- | 
ledged, that when the heart, the principle, the | 
matter, and the words are excellent and accurate, | _ 
| the sacrifice is more complete, fresh sweetness is | 
added to the incense, and the whole service more | 
worthy of God. | 
But the less perfect Christian, who has not yet | 
made so much progress in the school of piety as | 
the former, may reap still greater benefit from this | 
work. It will tend to improve him in knowledge 
}and practice; it will be to such an excellent | 
Catechism as a Prayer-book : he will here find the | 
/ Commandments, and the Creed, and other import- | — 
| ant points of Christian instruction, explained and | 
applied with great judgment, and no less perspi- | 
cuity than brevity ; so that they may be soon learnt 
| and easily remembered. He may here be led to 
| form just notions and holy desires, such as cannot | 
| but have a considerable influence on his prayers| 
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and his manners. He will be put in mind of the 
variety and greatness of his sins, and of his wants; 
of the holiness, the mercy, and the goodness of 
| God, and the many invaluable benefits He heaps 
on mankind. In short, by a serious and proper 

use of this Manual, he will perceive himself to 
| advance apace in love to God and man, and every 


_ | other Christian grace and virtue. All this he has 
_ | just reason to promise himself, provided he endea- 
_ | vours to bring his sentiments and the frame of 


his heart up to the spirit of these Devotions: 
which is no more than every one ought to do, 
whatever prayers he uses. 

Indeed, what less can be expected when a book 
of this nature is composed of materials taken out 


_ | of the Holy Scriptures, and very ancient Liturgies, 


which bear the names of St. James, St. Basil, and 
St. Chrysostom, collected and put together by the 
| most judicious workmen in this way; such as 


| were the persons mentioned in the title-page, 


Dr. Andrews, once Bishop of Winchester, and 
| Dr. Stanhope, late Dean of Canterbury. 
These excellent persons are too well known to 


| the world to want any particular or large account 


to be here given of them: and yet to say little of 
| them, may be thought an injury to men whose | 
due praises would take up a great deal more room 
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than can be allowed for this Preface. However, 
since the ability and worth of the author recom- | _ 
mends a book, even to such as read only for curi- | _ 
osity,—and a Christian reader must much more be 
pleased to find the Devotions he offers to God have }_ 
passed through the ha.ids of the soundest Divines, | b 
whose learning, piety, and authority may entirely | — 
satisfy him that he has no need to fear or suspect | 
any superstition, heresy, or false doctrine may be | 
suffered to remain in them; I shall beg leave to | 
present a very brief account of them, and what 
part each of them had in the following book. : 

The Right Reverend Father in God, Dr. Lan- | — 
ceLot Anprews, Bishop of Winchester, was born | 
| at London, about the year of our Lord 1555, of | — 
religious parents, who left him a sufficient fortune. | 
He was educated at Merchant Taylors’ School, in | 
that city ; afterwards at Pembroke Hall in Cam- | 
bridge, of which he was Scholar, Fellow, and | 
Master. To say nothing of his smaller prefer- | 
ments, he was Canon Residentiary of St. Paul’sin| — 
London, Dean of St. Peter’s in Westminster, and of | 
the King’s Chapel ; Chaplain to Queen Elizabeth ; 
Almoner and Privy Counsellor to King James IL 
and Charles I. and successively Bishop of Chi- 
chester, Ely, and Winchester ; and all this on 
the account of his worth, without any ambitious. 
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suit or seeking of his own to qualify him for these 
| preferments. 

His life was orderly, innocent, industrious, and 
| pious, from his childhood. He is said to have had 
a masterly and critical skill in at least: fifteen 
| learned and modern tongues : and his knowledge 
of things, and improvement in all sorts of material 
| learning, was no less extensive than his skill in 
| languages’; which qualified him for being one of 
_| the Translators of the Bible in the reign of King 
| James I. He was a man of great wisdom and 
} address in business © an admired preacher in his 
time ; exact and judicious in informing and in- | 
structing others; in controversies an able cham: 
pion for the truth. He was laborious in his 
ministry ; successful in converting several of the 
| Popish clergy and laity from the errors of that | 
}ehurch. As he was both in his life and at his | 
| death bountiful and charitable to the poor, so 
| likewise was he a lover and encourager of learning | 
J | and learned men; insomuch, that though he was | 
4 | good. to, his Pe aed, yet he gave more to the | 
maintenance of learning and to the poor than to 
|} them. He was a singular benefactor to the pre- 
ferments or places he enjoyed; either by recover- | 
ing, securing, and increasing their revenues, or | 
| building, repairing, and beautifying the houses 
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with him, have assured me they never knew any | 
that so continually spoke and acted with regard | 
to these ends. : 
His preaching was really admirable and edify- | 
| ing ; his style clear and plain, but noble ; his rea- | 
sonings easy and strong; his persuasions power- |} — 
fully moving ; his: action and way of speakmg 
graceful, just, and affecting; his subjects well 
chosen, and suited to his auditory. The greatest | 
and best of his hearers (and he often had the u 
greatest in this nation) might learn what was} 
profitable from him ; which if they neglected to 
do, his discourses will rise in judgment against | 
them, end in the meantime demonstrate, that he | 
| omitted nothing necessary to deliver his own soul. 
His writings are, or may be, in everybody's. my 
hand, and everybody will judge of them as they | 
| please ; I shall therefore leave them to do so, and 
| only affirm, what I know from more than a single | _ 
| experience, that they are an inestimable treasure | 
| for the devout people of this nation, 
Were I to speak particularly of all his private 
and public virtues,—of his constant preaching, | 
and prudent and faithful discharge of all the parts | 
of his ministry,—of the many charities and good | 
works he did i in the course of his life, and. the: 
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which he’made for them in his last will and tes- 
| tament, I should far exceed the brevity I purpose. 
Lhope some abler hand will give his life and cha- 
|racter at large, and do justice to his memory ; 
| and so convince the world, that (though he was 
| thereby eased of a great burden, yet) it was no 
small unhappiness to the Church, that he was not 
| raised to the highest order in it. 
: Such were the persons, whose pious endeavours | 
: have concurred, in their different times and man- 
| ners, to produce this little Manual of Devotion. 
| The first, and indeed the only edition I ever 
| saw of Bishop Andrews’ Private Prayers, in Greek 
| and Latin, was printed at Oxford, in the year 1675, 
| By the best judgment I can make of that Book, 
| he appears to have collected, from time to time, 
|in the course of his reading, materials for every 
part of Prayer; which he wrote down, some in 
| Greek, and some in Latin. These at first were 
| chiefly hints ; but out of them he composed seve- 
| ral prayers, that he used privately in his closet, 
| and some of them publicly in the Church, before | 
sermon, having translated them into English. 
| Many of these prayers were completely finished 
| and used by him as forms ; in others he left some 
| hints not quite completed, but wherein it was easy 
| for him to supply all that was wanting, as he used 
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them. These he varied often, as occasion and 
necessity required, and improved them by degrees. 


Such of them as were brought nearest to perfec- | 


tion, he wrote in Greek ; either because the New 
Testament, Septuagint, and most ancient Fathers 
and Liturgies (whence he extracted a great deal) 
were in that language ; or because that language 
has some advantage for devotion: as the many

compound words it contains strengthen the ideas | 


they convey to us, and make a more lively impres- | — 


sion upon the mind. 


Dean Stanhope, who often used these Devotions 


in the original language, and had committed a 


good part of them to his memory, was so well oh 
pleased with them, that he took the pains to | 
translate what is contained in the following sheets | 


for the use of a dear friend ; to whom he appre- | 


hended they would be acceptable and serviceable. 


They gave so great satisfaction, and did so much fr 
service, not only to that friend, but to all those | 
into whose hand the copies came, that the Dean} — 


| resolved, I suppose at their desire, to print them. 


They who have seen the translations with which } 


he has obliged the public, must be sensible that it 


was his way not to confine himself to a strict and 
literal version, but to take the liberty of para- 
| phrasing, explaining, and improving upon his 
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| author ; so that, in more instances than one, his 
j translation is a far better book than the original 
| which he translates. If this will not be allowed 
me in any other instance, I think it cannot be 
| denied in that of St. Augustine’s Meditations ; 
rt where we have all the benefit and sweetness of that | 
_| author’s great wit and fervent devotion in excellent 
| English, without the allay of those improper and 
_| barbarous expressions and jingling turns and anti- 
| theses, which are too frequent in the original, 
4 according to the manner of the African writers. 

He has made some use of this liberty in the 
| following work ; but not in all parts alike. Where 
| the matter would bear it, he has kept close enough 
| to the original. But where there were any redun- 
_| dancies or improper repetitions, he has retrenched 
| them: those things which were either peculiar to 
| the Bishop and his relations, or could not be made 
3 to suit the gravity and elegance of the rest of the 
| book in ourlanguage, he has entirely omitted : where 
| anything seemed wanting he has supplied it ; and 
_| where there were only hints, he has so enlarged on 
them, as to fill up the vacant chasms, and continue 
the thread of the discourse. In a word, he has 
everywhere illustrated and adorned his author with 
élegant and moving language, and made it much 
more fit for common use than ever it was before, 
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For it must be acknowledged that there was a | 
translation of Bishop Andrews’ Private Prayers in | 
Greek and Latin, long since published, and com- 
mon enough, The edition of it which is most- 
genuine and correct, seems to have been first | 
printed in the year 1648; it being translated 
from the Greek manuscript, before it was printed ; | 
and it was printed again in 1682 ; but how much }| 
oftener, I know not. In that translation you have } 
several things which are omitted im this ;. parti- | 
cularly some prayers of the Holy Communion, | 
and a manual of Directions for the Sick. | 

Here it is plain two questions will naturally 
arise ; first, Why did the Dean translate these | 
| prayers when they were already translated to fine ] 
hand ? j 
This very question I asked him, the first time | 
I ever saw the manuscript now printed ; which | ~ 
was in the last conversation I ever had with him. 
He assured me, he had never seen the former} 
translation. This is then one of the trae reasons | 
why he undertook this task ; and his having per- | — 
formed it in the manner just above mentioned, | 
with so many advantages to the book, is a good’ | ; 
reason why it should be published. For the old | 
| translation sticking close to the original, needs | : 
} all those alterations and illustrations which were | 
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‘jand night in both books; not to be further 


‘tedious in referring to several other passages of 


_ | the same nature. 

| The other question may be, Why he has omitted | 
‘| the Manual of Directions for the Sick, and the 
: | Prayers for the Holy Communion ? 

L I answer, we are indeed assured the Bishop | 
| made some use of the former, in his ordinary 
| visitation of sick persons, when he was Vicar of 


St. Giles’s, Cripplegate: and it was printed with 
the old translation of his Greek and Latin 
Prayers, but yet it was no part of them ; I mean, 
it is not to be found either in the Greek or Latin, 
as printed in 1675, though perhaps it was in the 
‘Latin manuscripts, and consequently it came not 


having already given us Meditations and Prayers

in the Dean’s way. But if it had been a part. 
of them, as the Prayers for the Holy Communion | 
certainly are, yet he would not have been obliged | 
to meddle with any thing upon those subjects, | 


for Sick Persons at the end of his Thomas 4 
Kempis ; and in the fourth’ book of his Kempis, 
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a needful for the original, and which the Dean has 
‘| given it. This will appear very manifestly, by 
| comparing several places of the two translations ; 
| particularly the beginning of the office for Friday, 
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and in several parts of his St. Augustine, afforded 
all the assistance of this kind requisite for devout 
| Communicants. a 
| I beg the reader will pardon the tediousness of | 
| this address, and give me leave to conclude it | 
| with a brief exhortation to the performance of the 
| duty of prayer, for which this book is designed 
Jas an help, from the peace of mind it brings | 
| along with it, in the Dean’s own words, which | 
are far better than any I can pretend to offer. — | 
| “Peace and serenity of mind is, in a special | 
manner, the’ effect and reward of a devout and | : 
- | faithful application to God by prayer. For prayer | 
jis a withdrawing a man’s self from the world | 
}and coming to God: like leaving a clutter of | 
business or breaking away from the mixt con | 
| pany of people offensive and dangerous, or at the’ 
best nauseously ceremonious and vain, to solace | 
himself with one friend alone, who is particularly | 
| dear to him, And the diligent performance of | 
| this duty leaves so sensible a satisfaction behind | 
jit, gives such a different turn to the soul, and] 
| inspires such heavenly dispositions, that the exer- | 
| cise of the temple and the retirements of the closet | 
| never go off without a grateful relish and power- | 
| ful effect, except either too seldom or too negli- 1 
gently repeated.” And again, a little after + ¢ 
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“The nearer we approach to God our Saviour, by 
| a spiritual Communion in prayer and Sacraments, 
| and all other holy ordinances, the better we shall 
| know Him; and the better we know Hin, the | 
| more we shall be sure to love Him. And were 
| that love entire, did He but reign in, and possess 
} our hearts, without a rival, we should then feel } 
the best sense of that passage verified to the 
utmost, in a spiritual regard and in our particular 
cases, that the work of righteousness is peace, } 
}and the effect of righteousness, quietness and 
| assurance for ever.’
